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Finishing touches 

New Five Star in Eminence set to open July 23

T he new Five Star loca¬ 
tion can’t open soon 
enough for patrons 
who regularly wait for 
gas on the cramped lot of the 
old station. The new location, 
just across the street, will have 
not just more space, but will 
offer more choices, too. 

The old Five Star will shut its 
doors Monday, July 23, with 
the new 3,730-square-foot 
store set to open Wednesday, 
July 25, said Five Star spokes¬ 
person Laura Blair. 

“We will offer expanded food 
and retail services to the com¬ 
munity,” Blair said. “We want 
to offer the best possible facil¬ 
ity in a convenient, clean, and 
friendly service.” 

The new location is nearly 
one-third larger than the old 
one, and will offer more grocery 
items and an extensive retail 
experience, with University 
of Kentucky and University 
of Louisville memorabilia and 
other new items. 

The most noticeable change 
will be the capacity to service 
more vehicles at the pump. 

“The new facility will have six 
fueling dispensers for a total of 
12 fueling spots, plus diesel and 
kerosene,” Blair said. 

Five Star’s grand opening is 
July 30 and will include promo¬ 
tional contests, including chanc¬ 
es to win phone cards and gas or 
milk for a year. 

Five Star is owned by by the 
Bardstown-based Newcomb Oil 
Co., family owned and oper¬ 
ated since 1924 and boasting 75 
locations in Kentucky. The com¬ 
pany regularly works with local 
schools, nonprofits and sports 
teams.

2012-13 

New policy to allow 
students to bring 
iPads, smartphones 
into classrooms

The increasing presence of tech¬ 
nology, such as iPhones, iPads and 
smart phones, that are available to stu¬ 
dents can be daunting. But the Henry 
County Public School Board decided 
Monday that this resource should be 
tapped to engage and enhance the edu¬ 
cational process. 

The board adopted a new “Bring 
your own device” policy, similar to 
policies in districts across the nation 
that allow students to use their own 
technology at school for finding infor¬ 
mation and other resources on the 
Internet. 

The “BYOD” initiative is intended to 
ease the limitations of one-dimensional 
textbooks by allowing the use of video, 
interactive lessons or supplemental

What the Supreme Court did not 
decide 

At the very end of Chief Justice 
John Roberts’ majority opinion 
on the health care law is a message 
for American citizens. He wrote 
"... the Court does not express 
any opinion on the wisdom of the 
Affordable Care Act. Under the 
Constitution, that judgment is 
reserved to the people.” 

And judged they have. While 
the Supreme Court judged the 
health care law’s constitutionality, 
the American people and actuarial 
experts have already judged its qual¬ 
ity and determined that it is a disas¬ 
ter for patients, small businesses and 
future generations of Americans. 

The law is a debt-driver. The 
Congressional Budget Office now 
estimates that it will cost nearly $1.8 
trillion from the years 2013-2022. 
However, that projection only takes 
into account nine years of the ACA 
full implementation — most of the 
law’s provisions do not take effect 
until 2014 — so only next year will 
we see a projection with a true “ 10- 
year” price tag. A $2 trillion figure 
is likely. 

The law will deprive many 
Americans of their current health 
plans. According to the CBO, the 
ACA will likely cost three to five 
million Americans their employer- 
provided coverage. Some scenarios 
project that 20 million Americans 


could have to find new health cover¬ 
age. 

The law was partially “paid for” 
with more than $500 million in 
cuts to Medicare, including drastic 
Medicare Advantage cuts that are 
estimated to halve enrollment by 
2017 and decrease plan options by 
two-thirds. This will affect care for 
seniors throughout the country. 

The takeaway: young or old, the 
health care law accomplishes little 
to ensure affordable coverage for all 
Americans. 

It does accomplish a lot of taxing, 
however. ACA is fraught with new 
taxes, including taxes on medical 
device and drug manufacturers, taxes 
on medical savings and spending 
accounts, taxes on health insurance 
providers, taxes on certain health 
plans, taxes on the sale of some 
homes — taxes on practically every¬ 
thing under the sun. The health 
care law even taxes tanning beds. 

In all, 21 tax increases from the 
ACA, 12 of which target families 
earning less than $250,000, are 
intact after last week’s Supreme 
Court ruling. They amount to 
more than $800 billion, according 
to a just-released estimate from the 
nonpartisan Joint Committee on 
Taxation. 

One of these taxes is the health 
care law’s individual mandate. This 
provision, which requires everyone 
to obtain health insurance or pay a 


new tax, could penalize Americans 
an estimated $17 billion over 10 
years. 

The President has routinely tried 
to convince the public that the indi¬ 
vidual mandate is not a tax increase. 
“I absolutely reject that notion,” he 
said in a 2009 interview. Flash for¬ 
ward three years, however, and the 
Supreme Court reached a different 
conclusion. Chief Justice Roberts 
wrote that the Supreme Court inter¬ 
preted the individual mandate “as 
increasing taxes on those who ... 
choose to go without health insur¬ 
ance.” 

If the American public wants to 
repeal the ACA, they must put in 
place a Congress and a president 
committed to achieving that result. 
Until that time, the House will 
continue working to make headway 
on this issue, with a vote to repeal 
the law in full July 11 so we can 
then start anew on reforms that will 
increase patient access and quality of 
care while reducing costs.

With Guzzardo and 
Flinkfelt holding each end, 
the facility on Sulphur 
Road was officially opened 
as a bright-yellow ribbon 
was cut by Trimble Judge - 
Executive Randy Stevens, 
Henry County Magistrate 
Roger Hartlage and project 
manager Tony Walker. 

The facility was a labor 
of love for Walker, who 
was hired by Trimble Fiscal 
Court as project manager. 
Using all local contractors, 
and relying on some dona¬ 
tions of materials and labor, 
Walker brought the project 
in for about $183,000 -i 
about $70,000 less than 
the amount set aside for the 
project by both counties. 

The amount also is at 
least nearly $200,000 less 
than any of the bids received 
for the 2,100-square-foot 
cement-block building 
from general contractors in 
the region last year. Those 


bids ranged from $375,000 
to $584,000. 

Hardage of Nationwide 
Fence in Pendleton donat¬ 
ed all the indoor and out¬ 
door chain-link fencing for 
the kennels, along with the 
labor to install them 
a total of about $20,000. 
The interior fencing is 
completed, and Hartlage 
said he expects the fencing 
for the exterior runs to be 
completed by the end of 
next week. 

He said the donation 
was made “because we are 
committed to the animal 
services in the county, and 
to do whatever we can to 
make it better.” 

Hardage said he is pleased 
with the new facility. “The 
way I see it, in Eminence 
[the former shelter, leased 
from the Kentucky Humane 
Society] was as good as we 
could do. Now we have a 
higher-grade facility. There 
is so much room to expand 
the quality of services we’re 
going to provide.” 

Hartlage is hoping to add 
a modular building on the 


site, where the two counties 
can provide low-cost spay/ 
neuter clinics, which would 
help reduce the population 
of unwanted pets in the area. 
“If we do 100 animals, the 
long-term impact is monu¬ 
mental,” he said. “You’ve 
got to [tackle] the problem 
before it exists, instead of 
controlling it afterward.” 

Flinkfelt said he and 
Guzzardo are planning to 
apply for grants to improve 
operations at the facil¬ 
ity. Guzzardo is hoping to 
secure funding for a much- 
needed storage building, 
where they can keep dona¬ 
tions of food and other 
items given to the shelter 
by area residents. 

The shelter, which 
already has many adoptable 
dogs, from puppies to older 
adults, is open from 10 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. Tuesday through 
Saturday. The phone num¬ 
ber for Henry County resi¬ 
dents needing information 
or assistance remains the 
same - (502) 845-5080. 
In Trimble, the number is 
(502) 255-0111.

The familiar story of the 
starfish is the motivating 
factor behind a new busi¬ 
ness in Henry County. 

Patricia W. Smith, 
CCC-SLP, who lives in 
Pleasureville, helps adults 
and children who have 
problems with reading, 
spelling and/or writing. 
Dyslexia is a language- 
based learning disability 
which can impact a per¬ 
son’s life. It is a life-long 
condition, but with proper 
help a person can learn to 
read and write well. It is 
not a condition that means 
a student must be placed 
in special education classes, 
for with proper training, 
someone with dyslexia can 
fully function in any class 
or environment. 

Early identification and 
treatment is the key to 
helping dyslexics achieve in 
school and in life. That’s 
where Smith can help. She 
recently retired from teach¬ 
ing at Oldham County 
Middle School, and because 
she is a firm believer in the 
starfish story in which a 
young person who found 
many starfish washed on 
the shore began picking up 
the fish and throwing them 
into the ocean. A passerby 
saw him and asked why he 
bothered as so many could 
not be tossed back, the 
young person replied, “No, 


I can’t help all of them, but 
it does matter to the ones I 
am able to throw back into 
the water.” 

Smith knows she can’t 
make a difference to every 
person who suffers from 
this inherited disability, but 
she can make a difference 
to the ones she helps. 

She stresses that dyslexia 
is not about intelligence. 
The IQ of the affected per¬ 
son is not related to the 
disability. 

“Dyslexics are stars in 
many areas such as athlet¬ 
ics, engineering, but often 
their strengths are hidden 
because of this problem,” 
Smith said. “A missing 
gene is the basis of the 
problem.” She pointed 
out that adults, as well as 
children, can benefit from 
tutoring to help them in 
their chosen fields. 

There are myths about 
dyslexia: 

Many parents do not 
see dyslexia as a problem 
as their child can read in 
the first and second grade. 
“Unfortunately, when stu¬ 
dents hit the third grade, 
there are too many words 
for them to continue 
memorizing the words and 
without the ability to apply 
phonics to new words, they 
begin to fall behind,” Smith 
said. “By eighth grade 90 
percent will struggle with¬ 
out help.” 

Another myth is that 


dyslexia is a rare condition. 
Actually, l-in-5 or 20 per¬ 
cent of the population is 
dyslexic. 

Smith gave some ways 
to screen your child at an 
early age. “If, by age 4, a 
child cannot rhyme words, 
there could be a problem. 
Also other signs of prob¬ 
lems with spelling, read¬ 
ing, memorizing number 
facts, learning letters and 
their sounds could indi¬ 
cate that one-on-one help 
is needed.” 

One of the best parts 
of tutoring is “to see eyes 
light up when the words 
work and it all makes 
sense,” Smith said. She has 
an office in her home and 
parents are welcome to 
stay and observe the work 
being done. Often parents 
are surprised at what the 
child did not know as they 
had assumed the child had 
the necessary skills to read 
and write. 

The right instruction is 
important and many uni¬ 
versities do not offer exten¬ 
sive training in this area of 
reading and writing. Smith 
has broad training in the 
latest research to help this 
problem of articulating 
language. Susan Barton 
has developed the train¬ 
ing materials Smith uses 
to help students grasp the 
sounds that make up our 
language.

material in the classroom, 
to provide time for more 
in-depth discussions. 

Nikkol Bauer, chief 
information officer, said 
for years, HCPS has been 
investigating such one- 
on-one programs, which 
provide students with their 
own devices. 

These programs have 
been or this year will be 
introduced in other dis¬ 
tricts, including Carroll 
County Public Schools and 
Eminence Independent 
Schools. 

“We have seen an increase 
in the need for access to 
technology,” Bauer said.

“We will get to a one -to- 
one environment and it will 
push us to come up with 
better strategies for teach¬ 
ing,” Abrams said. “We’ve 
had the infrastructure in 
place and ... our students 
have had this powerful tool 
in their pockets. Now we 
are allowing them [to use 
these here in] school.” 


Kids Now are eligible for 
incentives awards that help 
to maintain and increase 
quality standards. 

Child-care providers can 
access a college scholarship 
fund and can have techni¬ 
cal assistance from specially 
trained personnel to assist 
the program in meeting 
the quality standards that 
are a part of the STARS for 
KIDS NOW.

Abrams said bandwidth 
may become a concern, 
“but if we have bandwidth 
problems, that is a good 
problem. I am very excited 
about this initiative.” 

Abrams emphasized that 
students access to the dis¬ 
trict’s wireless Internet, or 
Wi-Fi system, will be fil¬ 
tered. They will not have 
access to unwanted sites. 

Students also will be 
responsible for caring for 
their own devices, and 
the district hopes eventu¬ 
ally every child will have a 
device they can use in the 
classroom. 

“I’m excited that an 
older smartphone some¬ 
one doesn’t want could 
be donated and used on 
a Wi-Fi system,” Abrams 
said. “It’s a win-win for 
everyone if children can 
use this at school as an 
educational tool.” 

The BYOD program will 
start officially in the 2012- 
2013 school year.

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ago, building his Pendleton busi¬ 
ness up to include outside and 
inside seating areas. Patrons can 
watch sporting and pay-per view 
events on 10 high-definition tele¬ 
visions, or listen to local musicians 
while enjoying menu items includ¬ 
ing the barbecue, which Losch 
and his staff smoke for more than 
12 hours onsite. 

“There wasn’t anyone doing 
the slow-cooked Boston-butt 
pulled pork around here. Most 
of the competition is fast food or 
deep-fried items. I thought this 
was our niche,” Lousch said. “We 
use local honey and make our 
own secret sauce.” 

The patrons at The Loft have 
given Losch’s barbecue a winning 
response, and the restaurant now 
sells it hot or cold for catering 
events, and by the pound for car¬ 
ryout.

chef to cook them. 

Kari Graves of 

Ghent, Ky., produces culinary 
gems with her own twist on tra¬ 
ditional dishes. 

Graves trained in classic French 
cuisine and has worked in the 
kitchens of the Seelbach and the 
Four Seasons in Scottsdale, Ariz. 
From cooking for celebrities to 
catering for large parties, her 
small-town, rural chef gig between 
Campbellsburg and Turner 
Station gets her most rave review. 

“I took this job because I have 
been a gardener all of my life,” 
Graves said. “Farmers bring their 
goods in, and I pick what I want 
to use every day, and it doesn’t 
hit the refrigerator.” 

Without a commercial walk-in 
refrigerator, Graves’ ingredients 
aren’t processed, nor do they 
arrive frozen in a cryovac bag. 

With fresh foods, “the flavors 


of something as simple as an 
onion is almost a whole new fla¬ 
vor,” Graves said. “It hasn’t set 
on a shelf, a produce purveyor’s 
stand, or in a refrigerator.” 

Neville met Graves’ father 
through a produce convention. 
The two started talking shop and, 
later, Neville phoned Kari Graves 
about his idea for a restaurant. 
Hired in March, Graves now 
designs daily lunch and Friday 
dinner specials using seasonal 
ingredients. The 20-foot-plus 
outside smoker and grill is fueled 
with charcoal and cherry wood in 
the morning. On it, Graves cooks 
her lunch items on Monday, 
Wednesday and Fridays; she 
also smokes pork Boston butts, 
whole- and half-chickens and 
ribs for dinner service on Friday 
nights. She also waits on patrons 
and accepts preorders for pick up. 


“This job is completely differ¬ 
ent than the atmosphere I had 
been in before. I can see my son 
and I don’t work the 16-hours, 
seven-days-a-week schedule,” 
Graves said. “There are no rules 
to what I can or can’t do. I get to 
shake the hand of the farmer that 
grew the product I am using.” 

Every chef has a food memory 
that sparked their passion for 
food. For Graves, it’s chicken 
curry. 

“We were at the Beehive 
Tavern in Augusta, where I grew 
up,” Graves said. “I decided I 
wanted chicken curry and my 
mom told me I wouldn’t like it. I 
ate the whole thing.” 

Graves makes her creations 
now, which include items not on 
the menu, such as canned pickles 
and onions. Graves and Neville 
have been collaborating with a 


Kentucky Proud processing plant 
in Jackson for Capstone’s own 
barbecue sauce, which will be 
made from Graves own recipe 
and Capstone’s locally sourced 
products.

we could handle, so we did some¬ 
thing we’ve (read: Kelley) never 
done. We started getting out bro¬ 
chures and, without prior plan¬ 
ning, picked out things to do. 

It was a cathartic experience for 
my wife, who usually plans every¬ 
thing in her (and my) life, down 
to the last detail. 

I would get up in the morn¬ 
ing and say, “What are we going 
to do today honey?” She would 
shrug her shoulders and look as 
nonchalant as possible and say, “I 
dunno.” 

The first time this happened it 
was actually a shock to my system. 
I had to resist the urge to say 
something about it. I am so used 
to having the decisions made for 
me that I was a little bit afraid of 
the idea of actually having to help 
make some plans for the day. But 
I quickly got used to the “new” 
Kelley, and for the rest of the 
week we had a mentally, if not 
physically, relaxing time. I was OK 
with that, because I always try not 
to think when I can help it. 

The girls were totally OK with 
the new laid-back approach, too; 
although I’m not sure Alison was 
thrilled with the amount of physi¬ 
cal exertion involved in the trip. 

Anyway, my main point is that 
many of us dream of great trips to 
exotic places. Yet, we have plenty 
of wonderful places to visit for a 
summer adventure right here in 
Kentucky. Aside from Mammoth 
Cave, we have had many memo¬ 
rable trips to Carter Caves State 
Park in northeastern Kentucky. 

We stumbled upon this hidden 
gem of a park because of its prox¬ 
imity to my in-laws’ former resi¬ 
dence in Ashland. 

Carter Caves has miles of great 
hiking trails with many cool rock 
formations, as well as a lake where 
you can fish, boat or canoe if you 
like. The caves are also pretty cool 
too, although I must admit that 
they pale in comparison to the big 
Kahuna in western Kentucky. I’m 
glad I went to Carter Caves first 
so that I saw it before I became 
jaded. 

Once you’ve been to Mammoth 
Cave I don’t think any other cave 
system can stand comparison. We 
took a tour of the cave that lasted 


2 V 2 hours and spanned two miles. 

“Boy that’s big”, I thought 
as I read about the tour in the 
brochure. Then I heard our tour 
guide say that the system had 390 
miles of caves. We were only see¬ 
ing 1/195 th of the darn thing. 

The cave was great, but the 
beauty of the park was the best 
part of the trip for me. On the 
days I cycled through the park, 

I was surrounded by huge trees; 
wild turkeys lined the side of the 
road like so many hitchhikers 
looking for a ride to the cave. 

That was another interesting 
thing about the park: The wildlife 
seemed almost tame in compari¬ 
son to the game in this neck of 
the woods. Perhaps it’s because 
hunting isn’t allowed in the park. 
Whatever the reason, it was cer¬ 
tainly fun, when we were hiking, 
to see a fawn and two doe run 
down the trail toward us before 
veering off the path just 15 feet 
from us. At one point I thought 
the little deer was going to run 
right into me. 

Once they veered off the path, 
they stood about 10 feet from us 
just staring back at our “deer in 
the headlights” gaze. 

On our final full day at the 
park, we took a trip down the 
Green River, which I had been 
told was not really green most 
of the time. Well it was a beauti¬ 
ful green the day we canoed it. 

I guess the drought had one 
decent effect. With no rain in two 
months, the river certainly was 
not muddy brown like some had 
warned us it would be. The river 
was so low that, at times, our 
canoes got stuck on the sandy, 
rocky bottom, and we would have 
to push off with our oars. 

After a three-hour trip down 
the river, we pulled the canoes 
out, went to our car and got in 
for the trip back to our condo. 

We hadn’t driven 100 feet when it 
started raining; it ended up rain¬ 
ing hard the whole afternoon. 

We had barely beaten the first 
significant rain in that part of the 
state in over two months! 

All in all, it turned out to be 
one of the most enjoyable, relax¬ 
ing, adventurous vacations that 
we have ever been on, and we 
only drove two-and-a-half hours 
to get there. 

We need to remember that the 
next time we decide to “plan” a 
big trip.
